Training

WASHINGTON (AP) - Secre- 


tary of Defense Robert S. Mc- 
Namara, moving to ease a shor- 
tage of combat pilots, has given 
the Navy and Air Force the go- 
ahead to sharply boost their pi- 
lot training next year. 


This was revealed Thursday 


night by well-qualified sources 
who also said the secretary will 
sign an order within the next 
few days granting the Army 
additional funds to nearly dou- 
ble its pilot training output. 


McNamara's decision to in- 


crease 
pilot 
training comes 


amid repeated reports that the 
armed services are facing se- 
vere shortages of young fliers 
due to the increasing demands 
of the Viet Nam war. The de- 
fense chief, however, has con- 
sistently denied that such short- 
ages exist. 


But the sources said McNa- 


mara now has approved an Air 
Force request for a ninth train- 
ing base — to be named later — 
and also ordered it to accelerate 
pilot training programs. 


The goal, said the sources, is 


to boost pilot output at the eight 
bases now in operation from 
this year's expected total of 2,- 
760 to 2,920. McNamara also has 
ordered Air Force planners to 
get the new base in full opera- 
tion by next July 1. 


It was learned the Navy will 


not get new bases, but instead 
has been ordered to increase its 
facilities at training locations in 
Pensacola, 
Fla., 
Meridian, 


Miss., and Corpus Christ!, Tex. 


Under 
the McNamara plan, 


these bases are expected to turn 
out about 1,800 pilots this year; 
2,200 pilots next year and 2,500 
in fiscal 1969. 


Although it has been estimat- 


ed by qualified sources that 
about $500,000 is needed to turn 
out one carrier jet pilot, sources 
said no money estimates for the 
new training programs were 
immediately available. 


Still to be determined, they 


1, are the costs for the addi- 


tional training planes and facil- 
ities needed to carry out the 
increased training.

Cutback by 
LBJ Due for 
Some Trouble 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi- 


dent Johnson's plans for cut- 
backs 
in domestic programs 


threaten to bring him into con- 
flict with liberal House Demo- 
crats in the 90th Congress. 


Although 
Republicans have 


greeted with enthusiasm John- 
son's announcement of cuts to- 
taling $5,3 billion in federal pro- 
grams, Democrats are showing 
much less willingness to go 
along with their party's leader. 


"I disagree 150 per cent," 


says Rep. Don Edwards, D- 
Calif., 
who is 
chairman of 


Americans for Democratic Ac- 
tion, a liberal group that fre- 
quently is at odds with Johnson. 


Less vehemently, other Dem- 


ocrats privately express doubts 
about the course Johnson has 
elected to follow. 


"I just don't think Congress is 


going to make any cutbacks," 
said a prominent House mem- 
ber who has long supported the 
administration. 


The programs these members 


want to see uncut are the educa- 
tion, 
housing and antipoverty 


programs the Democrats fought 
long and hard to bring into 
being. Johnson has called for 
deferring some and cutting back 
others. 


"There shouldn't be any cut- 


backs in these 
modest pro- 


grams," said Edwards. "And 
they are modest programs." 


"What we should take a good 


hard look at," he added, "is 
military spending. In 1965, ex- 
penditures 
totaled $96 billion 


and for this year they are talk- 
ing about $126 billion. Nearly all 
that increase has gone into the 
defense budget. "That's where 
the cuts should come, not in 
programs 
that would help all 


Americans." 


The President also has said he 


hopes 
to 
reach 
a 
decision 


around the end of the year on 
whether to ask for a tax in- 
crease to help finance the Viet 
Nam war and cool off the econo- 
my. 


If he decides to seek a tax 


hike, he will have the support of 
a committee of business execu- 
tives and educators. The 12- 
member program committee of

Committee on Economic 


Development 
called Thursday 


for a tax increase and spending 
cuts next year large enough to 
produce a 
$3 billion federal 


budget surplus.

for Boycott 
at Berkeley

BERKELEY, Calif. (AP) - 


Rain, 
impending final 
exams 


and a wait-and-see response by 
the administration are weaken- 
ing the student verve for a 
classroom boycott at the Uni- 
versity of California. 


Despite those factors, some 


10,000 persons stood in adrizzle 
in front of the Berkeley campus 
administrative building Thurs- 
day and shouted for continua- 
tion of the boycott. There are 27,- 
500 students at the campus. Es- 
timates of the boycott's effec- 
tiveness varied. 


The boycott was called to pro- 


test the arrest of four students 
and six nonstudents Wednesday 
during a sit-in against a Navy 
recruiting table in the Student 
Union. 


Chancellor Roger W. Heyns, 


who was attending conferences 
at Harvard and Princeton uni- 
versities, cut short his trip and 
flew back to the campus. He 
met with his staff, faculty and 
student leaders. 


Heyns refused to see news- 


men and declined to comment 
on 
the boycott. A university 


spokesman said Heyns felt that 
a slow, thoughtful solution was 
better than a quick response to 
student activities. 


Daniel G. Mclntosh, president 


of the Associated Students of the 
University of California, 
the 


student governing body, said the 
students were boycotting class- 
es to force the dropping of the 
charges and threats of punish- 
ment against persons involved 
in the sit-in so that recruiters 
for government bodies will be 
subjected to the same regula- 
tions on campus as any other 
nonstudent organization, and to 
make the university promise 
that outside police agencies will 
not be used to control on-cam- 
pus demonstrations and activi- 
ties. 


Some students said thousands 


stayed away from classes and 
that some teaching assistants 
and professore canceled 
ses- 


sions. 


The administration said the 


boycott was ineffective and that 
a count of absentees was virtu- 
ally impossible. The rain appar- 
ently also kept some students 
away from classes.

Found, 8

Hale will be the only eyewit- 


ness before the board of inquiry

commander of the Coast Guard

Such an investigation is re-

Heed Rescue 
Device tor 
Astronauts

BOSTON (AP) — A space ex- 


pert said today that a space ca- 
tastrophe 
is 
inevitable and 


urged that the United States 
move faster to develop a rescue 
system 
to aid disabled 
or 


stranded astronauts. 


Dr. Eugene B. Konecci of the 


National Aeronautics and Space 
Council reported that the United 
States is studying several plans, 
"with • very limited resources 
being 
applied 
to 
the whole 


manned rescue area as an inte- 
grated problem," 


In a paper presented at the 


annual conference of the Ameri- 
can Institute of Aeronautics and 
Astronautics, Konecci said the 
studies have provided valuable 
research 
but 
"perhaps we 


should move faster with a defi- 
nite plan." 


He said many believe the 


need for space rescue is justifi- 
cation for starting on the next 
generation of spacecraft, whose 
main job would be to ferry men 
and supplies between the earth, 
moon and space stations. 


Konecci said these craft, al- 


ready on drawing boards, could 
be adapted as rescue vehicles, 
They would land on airport-like 
runways and could be launched 
many times. 


Konecci said a commitment to 


start a ferry-type 
spacecraft 


development 
program 
within 


three or four years could lead to 
a rescue capability by the mid- 
1970's. 


Other national space ovficials 


said no commitment has been 
made to a new program be- 
cause of the great cost - at a 
time when the space budget is 
being trimmed by Viet Nam and 
other considerations. 


They said for the time being, 


money would be spent in mak- 
ing the Apollo spacecraft as 
safe as possible. Most recognize 
the need for space rescue as 
soon as it's economically feasi- 
ble.

Report Hit

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


chairman of the Arkansas Ad- 
visory Committee to the U. S. 
Commission 
on Civil Rights 


complained Wednesday that the 
commission had diluted the ad- 
visory committee's recommen- 
dations for enforcing the Civil 
Rights Act. 


"They have taken our clear 


and precise language and re- 
duced it to a hodge-podge of 
bureaucratic 
mumbo-jumbo to 


avoid recommending the sanc- 
tions of the Civil Rights Act," 
said Ted Lamb of Little Rock. 


"I charge the members of the 


Civil Rights Commission staff 
and the people who wrote this 
report with having no stomach 
for imposing the sanctions of 
the Civil Rights bill." 


Lamb said the commission's 


report of the committee rec- 
ommendations 
made 
in July 


had "no guts or spirit in it." 
He disavowed the report. 


The advisory committee had 


recommended 
that 
federal 


funds be withheld from the For- 
rest City, Marion, Marianna, 
Barton, 
Helena, Hulbert-West 


Memphis and Marvell school 
districts. 


The committee also had rec- 


ommended 
suspension of all 


government contracts with the 
Mohawk Rubber 
Co. plant at 


West Helena and that federal 
poll watchers be sent to East 
Arkansas for last summer's pri- 
maries. 


None of the recommendations 


was included in the report re- 
leased by the commission 


The report said on employ- 


ment that the committee pro- 
posed anti-discrimination com- 
pliance reviews of employers in 
Crittenden, 
Lee, Phillips and 


St. Francis Counties and that 
the Equal Employment Oppor- 
tunity Commission investigate 
allegations of racial discrimina- 
tion in hiring that were made 
at a Forrest City hearing.

Q—I black out when I get 


up from a reclining position 
or after bending over. Is this 
serious?

A—This is usually due to 


vasomotor instability — the 
nervous system that controls 
the caliber of your blood ves- 
sels is slow to adjust to the 
changed 
position 
and 
the 


blood temporarily rushes to 
your feet, leaving your brain 
gasping. This condition is es- 
pecially common in elderly 
persons with some hardening 
of the arteries in the brain. 
It is not serious and can 
usually be controlled by get- 
ting up more slowly. The pills 
usually given to prevent diz- 
ziness will not help but, if 
you must take something, let 
your doctor give you some 
ephedrine 2 or 3 times a day. 


Q—Ever since 
my child 


was born 19 years ago I have 
had a milky discharge from 
my breasts. Will this lead to 
cancer? What can I do about 
it? 


A—This is not uncommon 


and does not lead to cancer. 
In some persons the cause is 
a disorder of the thyroid or 
pituitary which can be treat- 
ed. In others a combination 
of an estrogen and progeste- 
rone (both are female hor- 
mones) is helpful. 


Q—Is it common for the 


breasts to get s u d d e n l y 
smaller after the third baby? 
My body 
weight 
has 
not 


changed. Can anything 
be 


done to stop this reduction in 
the size of my breasts? 


A—Judging by the number 


of similar letters I get, this 
may occur after any preg- 
nancy. Your problem is much 


Q—in a recent column you 


said that an operation was 
not advised for a snapping 
joint or trigger finger unless 
the condition was a source 
of great annoyance. Why? 
Would it lead to difficulties 
later? 


A—What I meant to imply 


was that no operation should 
be rushed into if (1) you can 
live in relative comfort with 
the condition or (2) a sim- 
pler treatment is available. 
Operations for many condi- 
tions are lifesaving, but all 
operations carry hazards of 
their own.

Pearl Harbor: 


On Dec. 6, 1941, few had heard 


of this naval base in Hawaii; 


a day later, Japan made it famous ...

In the early moments of the Japanese at- 


tack on Pearl Harbor one scene magneti/cd 
my attention to the exclusion of all others. 
A'small group of men on the battleship Ne- 
vada ignored smoke fumes, rapidly spread- 
ing fires and bomb explosions to go through 
a lime-honored ceremony—the hoisting of 
the colors. 


Minutes ticked by. It was 30 seconds to 


8 o'clock. 
Yet bandleader Oden McMillan 


and his 23 musicians remained in formation, 
seemingly oblivious of the danger to their 
lives. 
At 8 a.m.. the raising of the 
flag 


began. 


JiiFt then an enemy plane made a swoop- 


ing plunge toward the Arizona and sent a 
torpedo into its midsection. On across the 
Nevada's fantail it hurtled at bla/.ing speed 
Suddenly the plane's rear gunner spied the 
assembled musicians near the flagpole. 


He triggered his machine gun—and the 


burst from it came clore to hitting McMillan 
and the Marine guard. Hut no damage was 
inflicted. Despite that hairbreadth escape 
McMillan and his band resumed playing the 
Star-Spangled Banner. 


It was a true moment of inspiration. Yet 


there was more of the same defiance to 
come. From my hilltop vantage point over- 
looking Pearl Harbor, I kept my binoculars 
focused on the Nevada. 


As Old Glory fluttered upward to the half- 


way point on the mast, a strafing plane 
swerved in low over the ship. Its machine 
gun chattered. A blast tore the flag almost 
to tatters. 


This had a nerve-jolting effect on band- 


leader McMillan, and he forgot to wave his 
baton for a moment. But in a swift reflex 
action his arm flashed out and up again in 
the accustomed pattern. His musicians, gal- 
vanized by this example of courage, resumed 
playing the anthem. 


As they hit the final note, another plane 


came 
screaming 
so 
low 
that 
it 
almost 


crashed into the Nevada. Its fusillade ripped 
up huge splinters on the battleship's star- 
board side. 


Having performed their duty under with- 


ering 
fire, Oden 
McMillan and his crew 


broke ranks. Across the Nevada's deck they 
sprinted like fleet halfbacks racing for their 
opponents' goal line. Some scampered to gun 
positions and others to first-aid stations, 
eager now to join their shipmates in fighting 
roles. 


There can be no doubt about it: That 


dramatic flag-raising ceremony infused the 
entire personnel of the Nevada with a strike- 
back-at-the-enciny spirit. The commanding 
officer was ashore at the time the Japanese 
unleashed

Cmdr. Francis Thomas, the ranking officer 
aboard, realized that his ship was in terrible 
danger. 


He resolved to save it from destruction. 


His first confidence-inspiring order was to 
"get up the steam—we're going to make a 
run for the open sea!" Skilled and resource- 
ful preparations went forward at full speed 
to accomplish this, even as the Nevada's gun 
crews tried to drive off swooping, swerving, 
and unnerving torpedo and strafing planes. 


It was a sight which electrified hard-

It was 
the second emotion-stirring episode aboard 
the Nevada during the 1 ¥2-hour attack which 
shook the world and changed the course of 
history.

nist China still is under way.
